(fERMANY's WAi: EST1MATK3. 
Loxdoh, Oct. L8,— There is a prospect of 
a wurm conflict in the uew Reichstag over 
the next war estimates, whicli will iiieliiile 
an additional call for eighty million marks 
for hat-racks, Bbrategetical mlwftys, etc. 
The Socialists base resolved to oppose with 
all their Energies any increase, of military 
expenditure, and if the governojent succeeds 
in overcoming opposition it w ill only be at 
the cost of valuable concessions in other 
directions. That tho government will make 
any concession necessary to Marry out its 
military aims is certain, for tho) JCmperor, ac- 
cording to both olGcial and unSfiioiiil reports 
is bent upon not only inaintoiaTng. but im- 
pioving the ellicicncy of the Imperial forces. 
He is also gradually getting rid of all His- 
marckian influence, Several important ar- 
my changes and transfers recently made are 
ascribed in well intoi'ined circles to this mo- 
tive. Ueuerals who enjoyed the unreserved 
confidence of the ex-Chancellor are being 
removed to posts ot as little importance as 
possible, without degradation of rank, while 
devoted followers of the Kaiser tire brought 
nearer to the imperial person.

Irishmen, both in England mad Ireland, 
arc excited over the order summoning 
the Irish archbishops, anil their senior suf- 
fragan bishops, to the presence of the Pope, 
it lirings the National Leailtte, through its 
clerics 1 sympathizers, face to faoo at last 
with the menace they have long preferred 
to avoid, and is regarded an proving that if 
.Sir Francis (irenfell and Sir Evelyu Baring 
have so far not been very successful in ne- 
gotiating with the Italian government, they 
have certainly gained u point for the liiitisli 
government by having the prelates sum- 
moned to the Vatican. The Primate of Ire- 
land, Archbishop of Loguo, has kept a non- 
committal attitude toward tho plan of cam- 
paign, while Archbishops Croko and Walsh 
have been outspoken in their adhesion to 
the patriotic cause. That they will be 
called upon to disavow ami discourage the 
plan of campaign is assumed as certain in 
advance, and the Irish nationalists are dis- 
cussing the attitude lo be ta.k'V> fj t viow.of 
such command. "Anything like schism, 
said T. I'. O'Connor to-day, "is not to be 
(bought of. The Irish people could never 
think tor a moment of abandoning the 
church of their fathers, or ol lacking in 
respect; for the lucid of tin church.

As these 
dissenters form the bulk if the great labor 
party, it is extremely essential that our 
enemies should not be able to use against, us 
their weapon uf bigotry in un appeal to dis- 
senting prejudices, and the course taken hy 
the Vatican makes the use of such weapon 
impossible." Undoubtedly these are the 
general Sentiments of the Irish nationalists. 

This coming week Gladstone will deliver 
several important addresses in Scotland, 
and lie has promised that Scottish home 
rule will he one of the subjects dealt with. 
In a material sense Scotland has pro- 
gressed so well since union with lillg- 
land that there seems to be little 
ground for desiring a change in the 
Bystein|2«' government. Hut the Tory 
majority in the present Parliuini nt has, for 
almost the first lime since the union, boldly 
over-ridden the expressed wishes of the 
Scottish members ami enacted legislation 
lor thai portion of the kingdom clearly 
against their protests, This has aroused 
much feeling in Scotland, and the home 
rule movement is gaining; in advocacy, 
especially in the important cities of (Ihis- 
gow, Edinburgh and Aberdeen. Unlike the 
Irish home rule agitation, there is no senti- 
ment of fancied wrong behind, but it is none 
the less earnestly maintained by an increas- 
ing number of supporters. 

LIVKI.T PAKUAMENTA.RY CAMl'AMN. 

The parliamentary campaign at Kcelcs is 

a very lively one. 'The leading feature of 
the contest is the display uf pictorial ban- 
ners. The Conservatives are parading ban- 
ners with the words; " The Patriot Stow- 
aways," which represent O'Brioil and 
Dillon fleeing from justice. They arc pic- 
tured as stowaways huddling frightened in 
the hold of u ship amid casks, rats, etc.

Lord Salisbury has coolly informed the 
new Portuguese cabinet, In reply to u 
respectful communication, that there would 
lie no use in sending an envoy to re-open 
negotiations, and England will adhere to 
the terms before urrunged ; that is, Portugal 
can take England's dictation or not. Eng- 
land will have her own way anyhow. An 
appeal to Germany by Portugal has proved 
(utile, und there is 'no other power that 
could I e of any assistance. While 
ISuropean sympathy is with the 
weaker state, yet it is pointed out 
with some force by the English 
press that Portugal has hail the monopoly 



for two centuries of the field in Central and 
Southern Africa about which her people 
now express so much solicitude, and has ut- 
terly failed to improve, ami should not now 
attempt to obstruct tlrcut Ihituin in her 
work of development and colonization. In 
tho meantime, the crisis in Portugal has not 
been overcome by any compromise. The 
ministry and republican agitation is none 
the less energetic and perhaps dangerous be- 
cause compelled to be less demonstrative.

I/iirge detachments of Russian soldiers 
have been ordered to the German and Aus- 
trian frontiers on pretence of enforcing the 
customs laws and preventing smuggling. It 
is believed, however, they will also act as 
parties of observation for military objects, 
lly fur the greater portion of the active 
Russian army is at present concentrated 
near the Austrian boundary, and in the 
event of war nn immense force could be 
thrown across the line in an incredibly short 
time. Russia possesses in this respect u de- 
cided advantage over both Austria und Ger- 
many, nnd it is to promote German ability 
for similar concentration that the Emperor 
will ask the Reichstag to increase the mili- 
tary appropriations. Austria, following Rus- 
sia's example, is strengthening her garrisons 
in Galieia besides establishing several new 
posts near the Russian boundary.

He thought tllrtt 
the relation bet ween church and pastor was 
something like that between husband and 
wife, they should lake each other for better 
and worse, und, like the mentioned alliance, 
if should he till death. He trusted that 
the connection would indeed he a long and 
happy one, and be concluded hy giving Mr.

The Rev. ('. W. Townsend was then 
culled upon to reply.

Last night, the Farmers' delegates were 
entertained at the Driard by the Muyor 
and Corporation. His Worship the Mayor 
occupied the chair, and among those pre- 
sent were Hon. John Robson, Mr. H. Sim- 
mons, Col. Prior, M. P.; Thus. Earle, 
M. P.: P, S. Barnard, M. P.: Hon. J. 11. 
Turner, Dr. Milne, M. P. P.; Mr. H. Ward, 
Mr. P. P. Rithet, Aid. Harrison, Robert- 
son, Holland, Mr. Jessop, ite. 

Mayor Grunt briefly proposed "Tho 
Queen," which was loyally and heartily 
drunk. " 

Mayor Grunt next proposed " Our 
Guests, " to which ho spoke in humorous, 
us well as practical, terms. The deputation 
was a most important, one, and he had no 
doubt that when the gentlemen returned 
home they would place before the world 
important facts which were altogether new 
to them. They would assuredly olFer to 
t heir people opportunities and advantages 
that could scarcely he found elsewhere. He 
humorously blamed them for tho bud 
weather wliich they had brought with them, 
saying if they would only wait a day or two 
he would show them as lino weather us was 
to be found on God's footstool. 

Mr. Wood briefly returned thanks, Buy- 
ing thut everywhere he had been most 
warmly received, but nowhere more so than 
in this English city. Ho spoke of the facil- 
ities which hud been afforded the delegation 
everywhere to obtain information, saying 
that the deputation would in his opin- 
ion do more good in the promotion 
of iinmigrutii.n to this country than all the 
gaid agents that Canada could employ. All, 
he believed, had been favorably impressed 
with this undoubtedly Iree country, and he 
was btire that the people of England hud 
full confidence in the deputation and their 
statements. Their responsibilities were 
great und their duties as delegates would 
be to do justice to this country und to the 
people at home, which hitter would have to 
make up their minds to rough it and work 
or stay at home. The deputation had now 
sufficient information to direct farmers. If 
they were fruio growers their destination 
should bo British Columbia. Hi3 opinion 
of ranching was that, both in horses 
and cattle their market must be Qteat Brit- 
ain; but they were Willing, »S concerned 
the former, on the wrong lines. The horses 
of to-day would not pay for sen-Hug across, 
not being of the class or quality for the 
English market. As for cattle, the Columbia 
animals were destitute of those attributes 
which were demanded or. the other side. 
He criticized the farming of Manitoba, 
which was always best wheat — hut they 
should go in for what was known as mixed 
farming. He thought that in the future 
the hard climate of Manitoba might be 
counteracted y tho hyhurdi/Jng of W'lient, 
The fish canu'i.'g industry yf .British Colum- 
bia was weil appreciated, but there was 
also every opportunity here for 
developing the industry of canning 
fruit. There was, m h.'.d boen • pjCVOP, »9 
Comparison between the canned fruits of 
('ana da and those of California, while the 
people of Great Britain would rather see 
their money go into their own colony than 
into the United States. Ho remarked that 
after all the distances they had gone und 
thu people they hud seen there was only one 
man whom they had seen who would prefer 
to go home rather than stay here. The re- 
port of f ho delegates was that they could 
not visit all the places they should like to, 
nnd .see all lliut there was to be scon. 
From the information they loot had they 
had gathered that it was impossible to 
estimate all the resources— particularly of 
mining en this side the Rocky 
Mountains. The provincial forests must 
some day he required, and the lumber trade 
would be one of the higheBt value. They 
all regretted to see the devastation that hud 
been caused hy lire. Most of the burning 
hud been, unfortunately, near the line of 
railway, where transhipment would be easy, 
lie concluded by returning thanks for the 
warm reception I lie delegafes had been ac- 
corded. 

Col. Prior, M.P., spoke of this us an 
auspicious day for Victoria and British 
Columbia, lie regarded the delegates us 
level headed men who would take back 
accounts which would induce numbers of 
their British brethren to come here. He 
pointed out that, in so far as British Colum- 
bia was concerned, the railway line 
lay through some of the most 
barren lands in the country, but there 
were thousands and thousands of acres of 
whose capabilities no traveller could have 
iiny conception. He paid his tribute to tho 
loyalty of the British Columbians, und Bold 
thut he was sure that the visit of this dele- 
gation would be of the greatest benefit to 
this province and to the Dominion in 
general. 

Mr. Murphy said that though the Irish 
claimed to lie a nation they were among the 
most loyal subjects of tho Uritish Grown. 
The delegates bad at, starting no knowledge 
of this country, but had been much enlight- 
ened by this visit, lie thought that this 
was the condition, even of many of the. 
people of Canada. He regarded the Ameri- 
can Tariff Bill us being a great boon 
to this country, it would make 
them self - reliant und induce them 
to do what they ought to have done 
years ugo— find for themselves outside mar- 
kets. Ho referred to the encouragement 
and pride which this visit had given the 
delegation ill the night of the progress and 
development which had been made by their 
countrymen from the old laud. They would 
be able to say that the immigrants had hern 
successful, audit «a» foi others lu do like- 
wise. Here there was a great. Beld for 
labor as widl as capital, and for tho pro- 
gross that hud so far attended tho Pacific 
railway, nnd the Government were entitled 
to every credit. 

Hon. .John Robson suid he regarded this 
us one of the most Important events in the 
history of this province. There were here 
gathered Scotchmen, Irishmen, Englishmen 



and Welchmcii— gentlemen of intelligence; 
and observation, who would exert an in- 
fluence more than nil the paid immigrant 
ngents could possibly wield. The opinions 
and convictions of this delegation would ex- 
ercise inoro influence than anything else. 
British Columbia hud had numerous visitors 
of all ranks and conditions, but tho trouble 
had been that they were almost always 
pinched for time. Mr. Murphy's remark 
was indeed trim, that the local know- 
ledge of British Columbia was extremely 
circumscribed, and the people of tho pro- 
vince stood before the world us ignorant of 
their country. Nevertheless, they believed 
this would bo the banner—" tho boss " — 
province of the Dominion. It was certain- 
ly different from them all. It was a broken 
country, which had not been inaptly called 
" a sea of mountains," but in them were 
boundless Bess of wealth. British C olumbia 
could not expect to to be a large exporter 
of certain food products, but would be and 
was in a position to export large quantities 
of ft ii it and fish. Her waters wore 
swarming with food fish, while her 
forests were filled with timber, 
such as could not be found elsewhere, und 
had hardly been touched. British Colum- 
bia had the coal and the timber for the 
charcoal for developing all her raw ma- 
terials, and situated us she was, she was 
destined to he the larger Boston of America, 
— one of the most important points of the 
British Empire, Immense numbers of im- 
migrants would be moved to the Pacific. 
Great Britain had been short-sighted in her 
colonial policy. She ought to havo made 
provision for the planting of her redundant 
population in the colonies. Her redundant 
population should be planted in 
lields where they would not only be con- 
sumers of British products but a producer 
of goods for home consumption. He re- 
garded the passage of the McKinley bill as 
Canada's opportunity, if she was only equal 
to the situation and rose to it in a manly 
manner. Great Britain ought, he consid- 
ered, to staled at our back. TheC.P.K. 
was not a colonial enterprise but a national 
one, and should lead the homo authorities 
to give a greater helping hand than they 
had done in the past. Ho spoke of the 
proposed Australian and Eastern steamship 
lines, as well ns the more speedy 
line to Europe. He thought this delega- 
tion would be a means of inducing Great 
Britain to ussist Canada in rising to the posi- 
tion which the passage of tho McKinley 
bill had necessitated. The promotion of 
the enterprises to which he had referred, 
would do more than anything else to secure 
what would in fact be Imperial federation. 
British Columbia did not want paupers, hut 
there was unbounded room ami scope for 
thousands of the proper class to come here 
and produce wealth, and, at the same time, 
holp mother-land. He advocated a 
national discriminating fiscal policy in favor 
of the old country nnd her colonies, and this 
would consummate Imperial Federation, 
which would make this country the strong- 
est and the wealthiest in the world. After 
tbirty-ono years' experience he could say 
that he hud never seen an industrious and 
honest man who had not been prosperous, 
and ho referred to the closeness of good 
agricultural sections to tho mining camps, 
which in themselves would be good markets 
for the farmers. He explained the policy of 
the Government to have surveyed and map- 
ped out all the agricultural territories of the. 
province. British Columbia was not now 
inviting immigration because of the existing 
ignorance ot her resources. Never- 
theless sho was rapidly becoming a 
great province because of her resources, her 
climate und her magnificent situation. 
British Columbia nlso wunted Frenchmen 
here; they were as good as Englishmen. 
They had generally been successful, and 
were among the best of tho population. 

Mr. Brown followed with a humorous 
speech, 

Hon. ii. H. Turner said that tins o were 
only two places in which he should cure to 
live -England and British Columbia. He 
spoke of the difficulties w hich had for years 
existed in getting access lo this province, 
holding that, on thut account, its life 
could not be reckoned from the 
years of its actual existence. He described 
the government's policy with regard to the 
survey of the province, and said 
that, there could not possibly be 
any difficulties in the way of 
future settlement and development. He 
regretted t he large amount of agricultural 
products which had to be imported here. 

Mr. Spier said that here more capital was 
required by the settler than the immigrant 
to Manitoba and the Northwest. He con- 
cluded by expressing the extreme satisfac- 
tion which he experienced while in Canada, 
while at the same time paying his tribute 
to the service rendered the delegates by Mr. 
Campbell. 

Mr. Robt. Ward said they hud listened 
with much pleasure to the speeches which 
hud been delivered, saying that it appeared 
information hud been obtained in the most 
intelligent way all through ; but, us Mr. 
Turner had said, it was to be regretted that 
the visit had been a hurried one. To devel- 
op our fishery resources there must bo 
closer relations with the United States. 
God forbid thut he should advocate annexa- 
tion, but until we had a larger outlet for 
our natural resources we could not attain 
our proper degree of prosperity. The Mc- 
Kinley Bill alFectcd the people here verj 
little. He did not think that Canada was 
as grateful to tho mother country ns she 
should he. She hud freely opened her mar- 
kets to us, and we ought, to give her greater 
advantages us compared with the United 
States. He referred to Mr. O. V. Morgan's 
suggestions as to differential duties in favor 
of Great Britain, and said that it was to bin 
mind the best initiation of the question of 
I mperial Federation, 

Mr. Campbell, Mr. Rithet, Mr. Jessup 
and Mr. Siuunonds having spoken, tho 
affair broke up at midnight with the singing 
of " Auld Lang Syne."

THE TRIP TO MASSETT. 



Including' a Visit to Alert Bay, Tort 
Simpson, llctlakithtla, and 
Other Northern Ports. 



Scenery of Surprising Grandeur 
Along: the Route Taken -Inci- 
dents of the Voyage. 



MASS KIT. 

The interesting lecture on Massctt, de- 
livered by Bishop Ridley on the evening 
preceding the Islander's arrival at Masse tt, 
led the excursionists to look forward with 
no little interest to their visit to this ancient 
Indian village. As the steamer came to an 
anchor within half a mile of the shore, a 
good view of the place was obtained, and 
many of the ancient Indian residences, 
the scores of totem poles, the 
church, rectory, etc., were readily 
recognized from the Bishop's graphic 
description. After luncheon the passengers 
went ashore, and attended Divine worship, 
which was conducted by Rev. Chas. Har- 
rison, the Bishop occupying the pulpit. 
There was a large attendance of Indians, 
who joined most devoutly in the Berviccs. 
The church cost in the neighborhood of 
$3,000. it has a stained glass window in 
the chancel end lOxfl feet in size. The nave 
is G5 feet in length and -10 feet in width, ond 
is fitted with a neat pulpit, reading desk, and 
pews. During Mr. Harrison's residence 
here, the church, rectory Behool-house and 
other mission buildings have been erected 
at a cost of from §14,000 to §10,000. Many 
of the ancient native houses have also been 
replace:! by residences of more modern de- 
sign, and most of the principal families now 
reside in two-story houses. Mr. Harrison, 
however, has exerted his influence to keep j 
intact some of the largest and best 
of the old houses, or wigwams, a tew 
of which are indeed very old, 
and were constructed many years before the 
fjaidahs bad seen the face of a white man 
or learned to appreciate the superiority of 
the white man's tools. Chisels and axes of 
stone were the implements used for their j 
construction, and how the builders could I 
have put together such solid and lasting 
structures with such crude tools s a won- 
der. It is said, however, these atom: chis- 
els anil axes were capable of receiving a 
keen edge, and that the natives were very 
skillful in their use. In fact, they must 
have been, judging from the carving on the 
totem poles, which still stand in every part 
of the village. Some of those old houses I 
are about 50 feet square, and large enough 
to accommodate three or four families. In 
Home instances the family totem polo is 
erected directly In front of the house, and 
entrance to the interior is through a door- 
way cut in the pole, in the aperture being a 
sort of sliding shutter, which, when closed, 
effectually barred the entrance. The Boor 
in the interior is sunk below the surface of 
the ground on the outside several feet, so 
that while from the outside the building ap- 
pears to bo only six or seven feet high, in- 
side from floor to roof is perhaps U or 15 
feet. The object of this is two fold : In 
the first place, the excavation made the 
residence warmer in winter j secondly, when 
the entrances were securely closed, the in- 
mates wero secure from the arrows and 
spears of their enemies in times of war. 
Access to the floor is gained by stone steps 
—and such siops. Bach one is about three 
feet In height, so that to mount from one 
step to another would tax an athlete. Steps 
of ordinary size are now placed betweu each 
of these mammoth steps to enable the in- 
mates to ascend or descend with facility. 
When asked the object of making steps of 
such unusual siz-!, the old men of the village 
gravely said their forefathers were people of 
immense stature, who would Bcorn to use 
tho stairs in vogue nowadays. Many 
another legend also do these old residents 
relate equally as improbable, but which 
they firmly beliovo in, and tho missionaries 
who havo resided on tho island foryears can 
relate scores of such talen, learned from the 
Indians. Tho totem poles wero especial 
objects of curiosity to the visitors, who had 
learned their meaning and lha meaning of 
tho grotesque carving thereon from tho 
liishop of Caledonia. Each pole bears the 
heraldic devices of the family to which it 
belongs, the crest of tho head of the family 
boing on top, and the relative rank of euch 
man can at once be told by those well 
versed In decypbering tho carvings. Thus, 
tho crest of the principal chief is the eagle; 
■while others of lesser rank have a whale, a 
hear or some animal on top of their 
totem poles, tho crests of their wives 
and other members of tho family be- 
ing carved in tho right order be- 
neath. Everything worth seeing iu the 
town was scrutinised, and when tho visi- 
tors returned on hoard the Islander, they 
had ample food for conversation in all they 
had aeeu, The steamer remained at anchor 
till (j H.m. on Monday, when she left for the 
Skecnft. The trip across the .Sou ml was in 
remarkable contrast to the passage of the 
preceding morning, tho sea being compara- 
tively smooth, und tho sun shining bright ly, 
enabling all on board to enjoy to the fullest 
extent tho bracing boaair. Tho Standard 
cannery v/as reached about) 2 p,m, The 



next stopping place was Lowe's Inlet, where 
another cannery is located in close proximity 
to a pretty cascade. The night was spout 
here, and on Wednesday morning tho 
steamer started for ( iardiucr"s Inlet, — the 
grand objective point of the whole trip, tho 
beauties of which havo been so often re- 
ferred to that all the excursionists were 
grouped on tho decks, armed with field 
glasses and determined not to miss the least 
object worth seising, ami, when tho Inlet 
was once entered, the expectations 
of the sight seers wero more than realized. 

I. AUDI N Kit's ISLET. 

Grand as was tho scenery already un- 
folded to the eye, as tho steamship passed 
through the various intricate channels and 
sheets ot inland waters on the northern 
coast, all, all were eclipsed when Gardiner's 
Inlet was reached. If the reader can pic- 
ture a very deep inlet, calm as a mill pond, 
and so narrow that the steamer at several 
points could not turn iu her own length, 
with steep and lofty mountains on either 
side, the tops of many hidden from view in 
patches of cloud, some faint conception can 
be formed of this delightful spot. Extend- 
inland for a distance of seventy-live miles, 
more delightful and imposing scenery would 
be hard to find. While some of the moun- 
tains were clothed to their summits with 
stunted verdure, others were gigantic mass- 
es of bare rock, every crevice and chasm 
filled with snow, even down to within a few 
feet of the water — masses of rock upon 
which the foot of man has never rested, and 
where even t he wild goat could not find a 
foothold. \\ here — 

Hills peep o'er hills. 
And Alps on .Alps arise. 

Down those steep liluM's tumbled falls in 
sheets of ;nilk white foam, uvor \ui\y prooj- 
pices, into the inlet — some mere threads of 
pure mountain water, and others sheets of 
foam, leaping from crag to crag, raising 
clouds of lleecy spray until they mingled 
with the salt water, with a never-ceasing 
roar, and wearing deep channels in their 
paths down the inkntain side. Mile after 
mile of such sconory was passed, varied 
at intervals by the sight of a gla- 
cier or a mountain top , one 
mass of pure snow, made more dazzling 
white by the rays of the sun. No wonder 
the excursionists stood gazing in silence 
upon such mighty works of nature — nature 
in all her solitude, the only sound here to 
be heard being the swish of the waters as 
the steamer cut her way through the placid 
waters of the inlet, and occasionally the 
hoarse shriek of the whistle which was 
repeated again and again with a hundred 
echoes from the precipitous walla of rock on 
either side. But to give anything like an 
adequate description of ibis beautiful inlet 
is an impossibility -even photographs (of 
which several were obtained) failing to fur- 
nish any idea of the glorious panorama of 
mountain, snow, ice, waterfall and rock. 

" The roaring cataracts, tin- snow top'l hill. 
Inspiring awe, till breath itself stood still." 
At the head of the iidct, in a delightfully 
picturesque spot, is Trice's cannery, close to 
a fall which furnishes an unceasing supply 
of pure mountain water, icy cold, and where 
the salmon gather in countless numbers lo 
leap the cascade and ascend to a stream 
some distance above. No prettier site, or 
more suitable, could he selected for u 
cannery, and as the number of lishing 
establishments on the northern coast in- 
creases year after year, ['rice's cannery is 
certain to become many times more valuable 
to its owner than it is at present. 
Mr. Price, who was the life of the party 
since the steamer left Victoria, remained Bt 
his cannery, much to tho regret of his fol- 
low passengers, who enjoyed so much his 
lively sallies and witty sayings, and adieus 
were exchanged und handkerchiefs waved 
till the steamer had gone some distance 
down the inlet on her return tri p, and Mr. 
Price's establishment was lost to view. 

smith's iM.tr 
was next visited, and here again is situated 
another cannery, where the Islander re- 
mained all night, taking on barrelled sal- 
mon. The water here is extremely deep 
close to shore, the vessel's stern being 
moored to the trees on the bank, while the 
anchor was down forty-live fathoms at the 
bow. The cannery is situated up a slue or 
narrow arm of the inlet, and close by is an 
Indian village, whero some curious carvings 
wero seen by thoHe who visited it. On the 
morning of Friday, Smith's Inlet was left 
behind, ami tho Bteamer headed for Vic- 
toria. Alert Buy was reached in the after- 
noon, where a atop of a couple of hours 
was made, and then the voyage continued. 
Early on Saturday morning the steamer 
tied up at Nuuaimo, where the passengers 
spent somo three hours, and then 
a start wus mudo for homo. It 
was expected Victoria would bo reached 
by about p.m.; but after passing through 
Plumper Pass a heavy fog was encountered, 
which grew denser as the evening closed in, 
and soon all landmarks were obscured. The 
Bteamer proceeded slowly but surely, and 
at length the outer wharf was reached and 
the voyage was ended. Before disembark- 
ing, howovor, the excursionists (fathered on 
the forward deck and gave three ringing 
cheers and a tiger for Commodore Irving; 
three for Captain Walbran, three for the 
other officers, and three rousing ones for tho 
noble steamship which hud behaved so well 
throughout the voyago to Massett.

Nothing can ho said or written lint words 
of praise of the whole trip, the kindness of 



Commodore Irving to his passengers, or 
rather guests. Marly ami lato on 
tho bridge attending to his duties, 
ho was over ready to furnish information, 
and do all that was possible for every one 
on board. In his el'orts he was ably sec- 
onded by Captain Walbran, Purser Hurd, 
Chief Eugiueer Hrownlee, and all the other 
officers. To the efforts of these gentlemen 
the success of the trip was mainly due, and 
the highest compliment that can bo paid 
them, and particularly the commodore, is 
that all the excursionists expressed their 
intention of repeating the trip next year, if 
possible. Recollections of tho trip will 
also be perpetuated by the photographs 
taken by Mr. Macmunn and Mr. Reford, 
and the sketches by Mr. II. 10. Field. The 
latter is skillful and rapid with bis pencil 
in transferring to paper scenes of interest, 
and ho has secured many pretty sketches of 
the wondrous beauties of the North, most 
of which will appear in Eastern illustrated 
papers. Mrs. Taylor, another excursionist, 
■nude many clever crayon and water color 
pictures of the .scenery, all of which will 
serve to advertise the trip, and there is 
little doubt that when Commodore Irving 
plans another excursion trip to .Massett. 
next year, room on the Islander will be at 
a premium.

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THE SEALING QUESTION. 

An American View-Tlie U. S. Authority too 
Uncompromising- Soul l'rotectiou 
Essential. 

The vigorous response on the part of 
the Victoria Bealers to tho misstatements 
of U. S. Special AgOIlt Cott has attracted 
n considerable amount of attention in 
town, and is beiug discussed with much 
-.earnestness. One gentlemen, whoso in- 
terests lio on the other skle of tlio line, 
informed the writer that lie had recently 
had a conversation with Mr. Howard D. 
['arsons, of Los Angelesj California, who 
was uue of the hunters, indeed the prin- 
cipal one, of the outfit of the American 
schooner San Diego, which ar- 
rived some days ago from the 
Northern seas. According to that prac- 
tical authority, some of the less experienc- 
ed hunters lose as much as one in live 
of the soals which are shot in the open 
sea, while others only lose one in ten, 
and many others still less. This is an iutini- 
Lively smaller proportion than Mr. Cott 
pretended in his prejudiced statements. 
In these he declared that every skin 
•averaged a cost of the lives of live seals. 
Mr. Parsons, however, was positive in 
his declarations that the drain upon the 
seal supply was far too great, and is said 
to Have insisted that unless some restric- 
tive regulations were adopted tho seal 
would be practically exterminated in 
from five to ten years. 

According to Mr. Howard, something 
like 75 to 00 per cent, of the seal taken 
in tho open sea are either breeding fe- 
males or have young upon the rookeries, 
whose life is forfeited by their capture. 
The gentleman with whom Mr. Howard 
had this conversation, insists that he is 
not far wrong in his calculation, and 
urges that some policy of seal 
protection be adopted. He admits 
that the international misunderstanding 
-as he expresses it — of the relative 
rights of American and other sealers, 
renders it impossible that there should 
be other than a reckless destruction of 
these valuable animals, and he, there- 
fore, expresses tho hope that his own gov- 
ernment will abate some of its preten- 
sions so that steps may be taken to 
enforce, by common consent, a closo 
season and to stipulate what seals shall 
betaken. He willingly admits that the 
authorities at Washington, or rather the 
ring that has got hold of thorn, are, by 
far, too persistent and uncompromising 
in y(their claims. The result, ho fears, 
will, therefore, be that a policy of seal 
protection will be agreed to by all the 
parties concerned only when ail the 
.seals have been taken and the protection 
conceded shall amount to no more than a 
mere pretence. 

PORT CRESCENT. 

Work Commenced on the Railroad— Im- 
provements Everywhere Noticeable— The 
Roadway Nearly Completed. 

(Port Crescent Star.) 

Tho condition of things in and about 
l'ort Crescent is encouraging in every re- 
spect. The preliminary work necessary 
to tho building of a city here is progress- 
ing satisfactorily. 

Tho magnificent roadway is receiving 
its finishing touches.' The drainage is 
being adjusted, and a solid two-inch 
plank sidewalk, six feet wide, will bo 
built from tho wharf to the upper end of 
the roadway, a (list nice of 1,500 feet, 
Work on this sidewalk begins at once. 
Every visitor to Port Crescent is im- 
pressed with the massive and substantial 
naturo of the great roadway. Its equal 
does not exist anywhere on the Sound. 

The grading of Crescent avenue has 
beeu prosecuted unremittingly and in the 
same careful manner tint characterized 
the construction of the roadway. Con- 
siderable blasting of rock has beeu neces- 
sary, and this has delayed the work, but 
within a c niple of weeks the street will 
be open t i the frade line the entire 
length of the clearing. The avenue will 
be a niasu'licen* thoroughfare, and pro- 
perty all alon.' it will bo of great value. 

The l'ort Crescent Improvement Co. 
has already finished the clearing of a 
large porti in of the townsite, and since 
the removal of the gigantic trees tho ex- 
cellent nature of tho townsite litis been 
fully disclosed. It, certainly excells any 
■of tho cities of the Sound fur the uniform 
surface it presents. 

The work on the breakwater continues. 
The shipment of the steel rails for this 
construction is momentarily expected 
from San Francisco. The ears are about 
completed. Tho preparatory arrange- 
ments are necessarily slow, but when the 
rails are down, the cars running and the 
large force of men tit work on the break- 
water, thu solid and lasting nature of the 
work will be more manifest. 

The building on the townsite may bo 
Bald to be only begun, but the npid con- 
struction of stone buildings, cottages and 
printing office indicates a speedy increase 
in tho number i f buildings in tho imme- 
diate future. The construction of the 
school house begun this week. The build- 
ing will also be utilized for divine ser- 
vices as well as for secular meetings. 

More important than townsite work is 
tin; railroad work which has just begun, 
This is the basis for the development 
which l'ort Crescent has as a certainty 
before her. The railroad lino from Vic- 
toria .and l'ort. Crescent through tho rich 
Quillayuto country to the Northern Paci- 
fic main system is the foundation for an 
increase in real estate values and in in- 
dustrial and commercial progress that has 
never been excelled.

Steamers in Colllsion-A Vcnlict of Suicide— 
Two Now Hoats. 

On Friday night, notably a very dark 
one, the steamers Ctiteh and Mogul ciuuo 
in collision not far from Nanauno. Tho 
former boat hud as passengers the British 
Farmer Delegates, w ho spent yesterday 
hero.

other will bo used in the Frasor Kiver 
trado. The Cutch will then ba plnced in 
tho northern trade. The new vessql will 
bo fast, and bettor adapted for tho Gulf 
sorvico than the Cutch, having hotter 
facilities for freight and passengers. 

It is reported that instead of waiting 
for thu bore to bo put down to tho coal 
at Protection Island, tho management of 
the Now Vancouver Coal company will 
at onco begin the preliminary work for 
sinking tho shaft, so that there will bo no 
delay m reaching the coal. 

Mr. ,1. P. Planta, coroner, held an in- 
quest, Friday morning, at tho residence 
of Mr. .1. L. Cawthorne, on tho Comox 
road, on tho body of Francis Sarah 
Cawthorne, wife of John Loo Cawthorne, 
who died suddenly at her residenco on 
Thursday afternoon. The evidence 
showed that death had resulted from 
poison, and the jury returned a verdict 
of suicide while suffering from temporary 
insanity.

" TOLERATION." 

It is pleasant to see that the members 
of tho different denominations of 
Christians are, in theso days, far moro 
ant to consider and to give weight to the 
points on which they agree than to those 
on which they differ. The antagonism 
between churches has been, fur a long 
time, becoming less and loss until, be- 
tween some of them, it has disappeared 
altogether. Toleration has become so 
general and so much a matter of course 
that people are beginning to think that 
the word is ono that ought never to be 
used among Christians, and in a free 
country. This is right, for it is almost 
as difficult to see why ono man should 
tolerate another, because ho professes a 
different religion as that ho should be 
asked to tolerate his neighbor because 
his complexion is of a different shade, ot- 
itis hair is of a different color. It would 
appear very strange if the fair people be- 
lieved that thoy deserved credit for 
tolerating tho dark members of the com- 
munity, dr that the brown haired citizons 
prided themselves on being so liberal 
minded as to tolerate in their neighbor- 
hood thoso who were so unfortunate 
as to have red hair. Hut. when 
one conies to think of it, this 
is not iu any respect more unreasonable 
than that Protestants should tolerate 
Roman Catholics, that Episcopalians 
should tolerate Presbyterians, or that 
Methodists should tolerate Baptists, ur 
that they should till tolerate LTniversalists, 
or Unitarians, or Agnostics. It is now 
acknowledged in all really enlightened 
countries that a man has as good it right 
to believe what his reason and his con- 
science impel him to receive as tho truth 
as ho has to breathe the air of Heaven. 
The consequences of this conviction are 
seen everywhere. Men are very seldom 
seen to wrangle about their creeds. Good 
feeling prevails among tho diflorcnt de- 
nominations, and there is a tendency 
among religious bodies to draw closer to- 
gether, to co-operatu for religious and 
philanthropic purposes, and even to 
unite. Denominations which have kept 
apart for centuries are attracted as it 
woro to each other, and names which 
wore but a short time ago regarded as sig- 
nifying both heterodoxy and inferiority, 
are fast losing their significance. In 
(!roat IJritain to call a man a Noncon- 
formist iu theso days is simply to express 
a fact. There is no reproach whatever 
attached tu tho name, and the title Dis- 
sontor has already among enlightened 
members of the Church of Eng- 
land, both clergymen and laymen, 
lost evory traco of odium, and 
oven the bigotted and the narrow- 
minded are imbibing the spirit of the ago 
and are following the example of their 
moro liberal and broader-minded breth- 
ren. 

Wo see in tho newspapers instances of 
the improved relations and tho better un- 
derstanding that exist between members 
of tho Established Church in England 
and the denominations outside the Estab- 
lishment. When the English Church 
Congress opened, a few weeks ago, the 
Methodists sent n deputation of 
welcome. Tho delegates woro received 
by the vast Assembly with loud 
cheors, and tho Bishop of Durham, 
who presided, reciprocateil tho kindly 
words uttered by the .Methodist brethren. 
The London Times, of September 20th, 
contains an account of an incident 
■which, not very many years ago, would, 
in England, have been among the impoa- 
aiblities. This is tho account : 

«< Tho Bishop of Lichfield, yesterday, 



entertained at luncheon a number of the 
Nonconformist ministers resident in his 
diocese, About 170 woro invited, but 
many, from various causes, wero unable 
to bo present, particularly on account 
of the annual meeting of the 
Congregational Union at Swansea, 
which began on the same day. In 
every cise, however, the answer to the 
invitations expressed a warm apprecia- 
tion of tho stop which tho Bishop had 
taken. Tho number of guests who 
assembled was 90. The luncheon was 
preceded by a devotional meeting, which 
was held in the library of the Theological 
College. His Lordship delivered a brief 
address on the subject of unity, conclud- 
ing with a prayer for the furtherance of 
our Lord's desire. Several of the Non- 
conformist ministers, following tho Arch- 
deacon of Stafford, also oflered up prayer. 
After luncheon a considerable number of 
guests visited the cathedral, where thoy 
woro received by Canon Curteis, author 
of tho Bamptou lectures on ' Church and 
Dissent.' " 

A Canadian contemporary, to show 
how much nearer tho churches are get- 
ting to one another, instances the hymn- 
ology of the day. It says : "People sing 
the productions of Wesley, Watt, 
Koble, Newman and Fabro with do- 
light." Music has charms to soothe tho 
breasts of evon pugnacious theologians, 
and people who sing the same hymns to 
the same tunes are not likely to keep on 
quarrelling about names and differences 
regarding forms. 



THE GREAT STRUGGLE. 

The struggle between capital and labor, 
between employers and employed, is 
everywhere attracting muah* attention, 
but it is in Australia that tho contest is 
most general and tho battle rages most 
furiously. Trades unionism is on its trial 
everywhere, but it is peculiarly so in the 
Australian colonies. Until very lately 
the trades unions have had everything 
their own way in that part of the world. 
Workingmon in all employments formed 
unions there. The workingmon, both of 
town and country, the sailors', the stokers 
and ships' officers have all formed unions, 
and theso unions are in close alliance. 

"The trades unions," says the Mel- 
bourne correspondent of Bradstreets," 
'• united by means of the trades councils 
in the various colonies and under the 
guidance of a few leaders, have for years 
past been agitating for concession after 
concession from the employers, ono point 
being hardly gained before another is de- 
manded, hi every trade where there is 
a union its members refuse to work with 
non-unionists, and in the most important 
Australian pursuit, wool growing, the 
Shearer's Union is taking s'eps to pre- 
vent any wool from 'stations' where the 
shearing is not dono on union rules, even 
though at the same wages, from being 
handled by stevedores or shipped for ex- 
port. On steamers and in many other 
trades the question is whether an em- 
ployer is to have the power of dismissing 
an unlit man or whether he is to be over- 
ruled by a trades' union." 

Some of the instances given show that 
tho men feel they have power and arc 
hound to exercise it no matter who suf- 
fers. Hero is an instance given iu the 
London Times : - 

'The owners of a steamship named 
the Comma being about to ship a crew 
for her h nteward voyage, the union hav- 
ng what is ordinarily called "a down" 
in tho captain, gave her owners distinct, 
notico that a crew for the Corinna would 
not. be "allowed" if the captain wen: re- 
tained on tho vessel; arid, moreover, that 
under under any circumstances the crew 
must be all union men. " 



form a pool. This is a kind of mutual 
insurance against strikes. That confer- 
ence has, if we do notf mistake, been 
held. 

Here, then, at tho Antipodes, work- 
ingmon and employers are arrayed 
against each other. Both appear to bo 
determined to hold out. What tho result 
will bo it is difficult to say. It may bo 
that both parties will 'gut weary of the 
unprofitable struggle and agree to a com- 
promise. 

There is a third party which has a very 
great interest in tho contest though it docs 
not participate in it. It is composed of non- 
union workingtnen. They find their position 
an exceedingly hard one. Many of them 
are not permitted to join tho Unions 
which tho loaders consider already as 
full as is consistent with the interests of 
their respective trades, and employers 
are not permitted to give them work. 
Ono of tho conditions of many unions is 
that tho firm which employs non-union 
men shall bo boycotted. So thoso un- 
fortunate non-union men aro between tho 
upper and the nether millstono. 



■JOHN'S" FUTURE. 



Lord Wolseley seems inclined to 
make a bugaboo of the Chinaman. Ho is 
the coining man ; the future conqueror of 
the world. Me is to come upon tho 
West like a flood and overwhelm the 
whole civilized world. Clover men have 
queer fancies sometimes. If "John" is 
to he tho world's master, he has boon a 
very long time in making his aptitude for 
conquest apparent. He has certainly 
hidden his right under a bushel. He is 
evidently tho most unambitious of men. 
He is, too, tho most conservative of 
mortals. II u hates change. Ho has no 
love for improvement, lie is what his 
fathers were, and he does not want to bo 
anything else. John can fight, if ho is 
forced to do so, but he is not fond of 
war. Although be has been in contact 
with civilization a very long time, as a 
soldier ho does not count for much. He 
lias not been eager to adopt modern 
weapons or modern tactics. He 
has shown no military ambition, 
and he has allowed himself to 
bo bullied by nations which he 
must by this time know are very 
much weaker than his own. It is hard 
to imagine the Chinese preparing for the 
conquest of tho world. It seeni3 to us 
that they would have to completely 
change thoir nature before they would 
begin even to entertain tho idea. They 
have numbers on their side, certainly, but 
they have been, numerically, a very 
great nation for a long time. Outside 
their numbers, they do not appear to 
have one single qualification for so great 
j anil so difficult an enterprise as tho con- 
quest of the world. If Lord Wolseley 
had predicted that tho Chinese were 
destined to become subject to a war- 
like nation —a nation which has proved 
that it can conquer and can keep 
its conquests -we would be far more in- 
clined to have faith iu him as a prophet. 
If he, for instance, bail said that China 
would, in the course of a hundred years 
or so, become part of the empire of Rus- 
sia, that it does not possess the vigor or 
the military skill to les st the encroach- 
ments of so enterprising and so ambitious

in such a condition in Australia. "The 
disturbance to trade caused by the 
strike," Bradstreets' says, "is very 
great." It then goes on to show 
that tho greatest inconvenience is experi- 
enced by tho whole community. The 
prices of some articles, coal for instance, 
have gone up to almost incredible rates, 
while those of others, on account of the 
impossibility of sending them out of the 
country, have fallen to a ruinously low 
figure. Added to this disarrangement of 
business, the peace of the towns has been 
broken. 

" Disturbances have also taken place 
on tho wharves at Sydney and Mel- 
bourne, and the police forces have been 
concentrated whore required. In Mel- 
bourne about 1,000 special constables 
have been sworn in, and bodies of nrti- 
lery, cavalry and rangers have been 
brought from tho country." 

The attitude assumed by tho unions 
and the powers attempted to bo exercised 
by them, naturally forced the employers 
to combine. Union became to thom_aji 
absolute necessity. The wool growers 
formed themselves into a Pastoralists 
Union, to resist tho encroachments of the 
Shearers Union. Employes' Unions 
have been formed in Melbourne, Ade- 
laido and Sydney. On the 26th of 
August a mass meeting of employers 
was hold in Melbourne. There 
wero about two thousand em- 
ployers present, and thoy evinced 
a determination to stand up for their 
rights. They had learned a lesson in 
combination from the workwomen, and 
it would go haul with them if they would 
not butter tho instruction. T1»B ship- 
owners wore to hold a conference and to

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THE FARM DELEGATES. 

Arrival of .the Representatives of 
the British Tenant 
Farmers. 



What Has Been Seen by Tlieinuud 
the Opiulons Which Have 
Ueeu Arrived At. 



Yeaterdiiy tlioro arrived by the E. & 
N. B.R. from Nanaiuio, soon uftur noon, 
tho British farm delegates who have 
orossod tho Atlantic nt tho invitation of 
the Dominion to ascertain tho ad\ antagos 
and tho prospects offered by this country 
to what may well ho termed tho surplus 
agricultural population of the United 
Kingdom. They wero mot at tho depot 
by Mayor (iriuit and others, and altera 
cordial reception had heon accorded tliein 
were taken to the Driard, whore a sub 
stantial lunch awaitoi thoiu. They wore 
then driven in and about the city, and, 
though tho weather was unfavorable, 
wero offered every possible opportunity 
oE seein" what was to be seen. They are 
escorted by Mr. (J. H. Campbell, of 
Winnipeg, formerly of the D.P.R.R., 
who will discharge tho duties of guide, 
philosopher and friend. Two members 
of the delegation are not of the number, 
viz., Col. Fane and Mr. Pitt, the 
formerof whom visited Victoria on his own 
hook a few days buck. The remainder 
of the party consists of 

England — Messrs. II. Simp-ma, Read- 
ing; (). Hutchinson, Penrith, Cumber- 
land; John T. Ward, Halewood, Lanca- 
shire; Arthur Daniel, Norwich, Norfolk; 
X. Scotson, Marsley Hill, Liverpool ; W. 
Edwards, Ruthin, Wales. 

.Scot-land — John Spier, Newton, (Jlas- 
gow ; George Brown, Caithness. 

Ireland — Major and W. Stevenson, 
Londonderry and Westmeath ; IS, li. 
Murphy, Traleo. 

Mr. Pierre Foursin, of Normandy, 
France, a practical agriculturalist, is also 
<jf tho party, his intention being to ex- 
plain at length to his government on his 
return home his impressions of this coun- 
try which, it is expected, will go tj the 
world in pamphlet fenu. 

The whole of the gentlemen seem to 
have been so far most favorably impressed 
with what they have seen and beard all 
the way across the cou'inont, while all of 
them speak in the wannest praise of 
British Columbia, whose weather condi- 
tions as experienced on tho mainland 
were much more auspicious than thoso 
which were encountered here. 

Mr. Campbell, who has come with 
them as the representative of tho Do- 
minion Government, observed that he 
had never visited Victoria previously, 
whieh city had been a revelation to hi in. 
Being questioned as to the reason on ac- 
count or' which the stay of the party on 
the Island of Vancouver was so short, ho 
emphatically denied that ho had en- 
count red anywhere — from the railway 
authorities, the Mainland cities, or the 
residents on tho other side of the Gulf — 
uny disposition to give Victoria or tho 
Island tho go by. The Mainland was a 
country of magnificent distances, and 
very much ground had to be covered with- 
in a very limited period, ilioy were 
.satisfied that the conditions of the Island 
— soil and climate — much resembled 
those of tho Mainland, and as such would 
be regarded in the reports that would be 
made. His association with the idelo- 
gates had led hi in to conclude that they 
were more than satisfied with the con- 
dition (if Canada, and undoubtedly their 
trip across the Atlantic and over the con- 
tinent would ho most beneficial from an 
immigration point of view. 

Major Stevenson, of Londonderry and 
Westmeath, the representative of the 
Northern half of Ireland, said that the 
delegates had been invited by the Dom- 
inion Government to travel through 
Canada and report upon its resources. 
Personally, before coming out, ho had 
informed Sir Charles Tupper that if be 
undertook tho duty he must have a free 
band and bo permitted to make his own 
report according to his own conclusions. 
He had been informed that tho commis- 
sioners could be absent as long as they 
liked and go where thoy liked, being al- 
together unfettered as to their move- 
ments and their conclusions, lie must 
say that, with all he had seen, lie had 
been much grat itied. Tho delegates had 
spent two days at the Torouto exhibi- 
tion, with which each and every one of 
them was more than pleased, particular- 
ly; with the exhibit of polled angus and 
shorthorn cattle. The display of agricul- 
tural implements was, ho must say, abou \ 
the finest ho bad ever Been. From To- 
ronto the parly had gone to Winnipeg, in 
the vicinity of which they had spent 
about three days inspecting some of tho 
m«Bt highly recommended districts in 
Manitoba. They had been from a week 
to ten days in I ho Northwest Territories, 
and expected their stay in the province 
of British Columbia would cover a simi- 
lar period. With the farming lands of 
the Delta they were highly delighod. In 
fact, they had never seen richer land, 
either for grain or mixed fanning. They 
had visited some of the fish and 
fruit canneries and had occupied 
two days in and about Vancouver, 
having closely examined the rich lands of 
the North Arm of tho Eraser River. 
Erom Vancouver they had reached Na- 
naimo by the steamer " Cutch " on Fri- 
day night. There they had v'sitod the 
coal mines, by which some of their mem- 
bers who owned coal interests at homo 
were much attracted. They left Nanaimn 
this morning, by tho E..«& N. railroad, 
arriving bore soon after noon, being re- 
c ived by tho Mayor and other loading 
citizens, among them Mr. Earlo, M.P., 
and Colonel Prior, M.P., by whom they 
bad been driven through ihocity, visiting 
Beacon Hill Bark, the Parliament build- 
ings and Government House. 

Major Stevenson wont on to say that 
:dl the way through they had been most 
favorably impressed. Olio thing which 
had struck them moat favorably was not 
only tho general contentment, but the 
way in which the people of Hie dillereni 
Bections appreciated their own localities 
Ho had no doubt that the reports which 
would la; made would be in the highest 
degree favorab'o to tho agricultural ami 
mineral resources of the country. Per- 
sonally, owing to the occupations of the 



people whom he represented, hi was 
looking i t > hshery matters, io well as 
tho variod industries of Canada. Tho ro- 
ports, when placed in tho hands of intend- 
ing immigrants in tho seyoral parts of tho 
old country, would be largely read, and 
would, he was sure, have the result of 
diverting the great tide (if immigration 
which had in tho post flown to the United 
States towards tho Dominion of Canada. 
Individually, be considered Iho class of 
immigrants best suited to this province 
to bo those who were possessed of a lim- 
ited amount of capital. The smaller clsss 
of agriculturalists, in the districts of Ire- 
land, which ho represented, — occupying 
10 to 30 or 40 acres of land, who could, 
at the best, earn but a precarious exist- 
ence and lived, as it wero, from hand to 
mouth, — would do well. If they could 
only see the advantages offered in the 
rich and fertile portions of tho far West, 
such, for instance, as tho Delta, l hoy 
could, ho was convinced, dispose of their 
farms and stock, realizing sufficient 
money to make a start under tho most 
favorable circumstances. He took it 
that any old country farmer occupying 
any 20 ncren, could, on t!.o sale of bis 
in iciosu m the lands and such stock as 
be was possessed of, begin 1 if here 
wHi a capital of §1,000 to §3,000. 
with every certainty of success. Another 
class whom he should strongly recom- 
mend to try this province as a field of 
their exertions would bo. those whose 
only capital was their labor. There was, 
lie was convinced, an ample lield, un- 
rivalled in the world, for the Irish work- 
ingman. Living hero was comparatively 
cheap, while tho rate of wages was good. 
Indeed, the ordinary day laborer who, in 
Ireland, could only earn from o'Oe. to oOc. 
per day — and that with uncertain em- 
ployment — could hero readily obtain from 
$1.75 to §2.50. If steady and industrious 
ho ought at the end of two years to be in 
a position to better his condition by di- 
recting his attention to agricultural pur- 
suits. Ho had been fully impressed with 
the conviction thattheie was a groat lield 
for female servants. A very large num- 
ber of young girls were annually leaving 
Ireland for New Vork and other cities in 
the United States, where there wasnot <->nly 
a smaller demand than in Canada for that 
class of labor, but wheie also they ex- 
perienced greater dangers than were to 
bo encountered in the cities of Canada.

A PATH of white robins with pinkeyes 
have boon captured at, WestOoshen, i'a. 

A QUEER white and red robin aston- 
ishes tho fishermen of Quonoohoutaug, 
It. 1. It lias built its nest in a shaggy 
reach of pasture near the thundering 
ocean breakwater. The bird's body is 
of a snowy white, even to the tip of its 
tail, except its breast, which is of a rosy 
red. 

An Allegheny County boy recently 
captured a white flying squirrel. Ho 
saw the squirrel running up a tree, 
climbed after it, pounded on the tree near 
its hole and caught it in his hands 
when it jumped out. An albino in tho 
squirrel family is not often seen, but 
this is a perfect specimen, milk whito 
and with pink eyes. 

.1. PllICE, of Savannih, has a curiosity 
in the shape of a young mocking-bird 
entirely whito. Price purchased the 
bird from a negro trapper on the Waters 
Road, who brought it into town Tues- 
day.

London, Oct. IS. — "The red Hug is now 
mounting up," were the words with which 
Herr Liebknocht began his address, jester- 
day, in the Socialist congress ut Halle. The 
most glorious example of our power is the 
return of those who were expelled, who 
never for a moment loat courage ; but went 
forth us apostles of our gospel. Wo shall 
go on lighting, and the spirit of sacrifice 
and unity, combined with our lofty aims, 
will make us strong. We shall overthrow 
everything." Herr Liebknioht, rather 
than Herr Bebel, appears to be the master 
mind of the congress which is attracting 
Europe Tho programme or gospel oi 
Ine ciuciulisu, as laid down by the former, 
is substantially that iirst promulgated 
in the famoua Gotha programme, which 
enunciated to the world in comprehensive 
form tli o motives and aims of the clement 
which has since challenged the hostility 
and witnessed the defeat of Bismarck. 
That programme bus been the subject of 
earnest discussion this week in the Con- 
gress, but its essential features remain uu- 
ussailcd and unimpaired. 

The creed of the party, us voiced by 
Liebkneuht, assembled at Halle, is that 
" they will use all lawful means to attain a 
free stale and .Socialistic condition of society; 
the construction of ^on iron law of wages, 
and the removal of all social and political 
inequality. The Socialist workmen's party 
of Germans, though at present acting with- 
in national limits, is conscious of the inter- 
national character of the workmen's 
movements, and determined to fullill every 
duty which it imposes on the workers, in 
order to realize the fraternity of all men. 
I They demand the establishment of Social- 
istic co-operative societies by the state foi 
the purpose of preparing for a solution of 
the social question, and the establishment of 
| socialist co-operative societies supported by | 
the state under the democratic control of J 
working people. They demand, as the fund- 
] mncntal basis of the state, universal, equal 
| and direct right of election and voting with 
! social and obligatory polling for ail cili/ens 
I from twenty years of age at all election;, 
| and votes in state and palish. The day 
lixed for the voting must be u 
j Sunday or a holiday. They demand 
I direct legislation by the people, 
and on occasion of wur a national citizen 
militia in place of a standing tinny, with 
universal obligation to serve. The aboli- 
tion of all exceptional laws, especially the 
laws limiting freedom of the press and pub- 
lic meetings ; in short, of all laws which 
restrict free expression of opinion, free 
thought and enquiry, and a >rce adminis- 
tration of justice, by a popularly consti- 
tuted judiciary. Universal free education 
in all educational institutes, religious 
teaching to he n private matter, discon- 
nected Irotn the schools and from the slate. 
The socialists further demand one single 
progressive tax for state and parish, in place 
of all the existing taxes; unrestricted right of 
combination ; a normal working day corres- 
ponding to the needs of society, prohibition 
of children's and women's labor in all em- 
ployments injurious to health and morality; 
sanitary conditions of workingnien's dwel- 
lings; supervision of industries by inspectors 
chosen by working 
labor and complete 
workmen's benefit
